HERE IT IS. HALLOWEEN WEEK AGAIN 


Fach month on vour telephone hill \o u 


may ha\e noticed a sticker w h i c h says, # 


“About one-sixth of this bill is Federal Ex* 


cise T ax.’* T hat’s the telephone company’s 


direct way of making you cognizant of the 


big slice the federal government is now tak­ 


ing directly from your pocket as a “luxury’* 


tax on an essential sen ice. 


And apparently the phone companv’s mes­ 


sage is getting through. 


Recent Gallup Poll figures show that the 


special excise tax on telephone calls is the 


most outstanding irritant in the present fed- 


etal operation. It showed that about four 


out of every 10 persons, 39 per cent, listed 


the telephone tax as the most irritating. Sec­ 


ond place winner, lailroad ticket taxes, were 


well Irehind, 17 per cent. 


Actually you don’t pay a tax of one sixth, 


although it figures about that on the a\er- 


age. You actually pay 15 per cent surcharge 


on all local service and 25 per cent on long 


distance. W ith extended dialing this can 


run into money. 


T he public’s opposition to the phone tax 


lias not been just stirred up by the phone 
companies. In 195(1 the pollsters took a simi­ 


lar sounding and found that 21 per cent of 


the public weie most rankled by the tax 
on baby oil and babv powder. Congress later 


repealed the excise tax on these baby prod­ 


ucts. 
Buf even in those days, 22 per rent of the 


people were irked by the tax on “Telegrams 


and telephone calls.” Now, with 39 per cent 


objecting to phone tax atone, maybe Con­ 


gress will get around to doing something 


about that too. 
Of coufse there was wide variation in the 


personal gripes of the taxpayers. Both men 
and women place the telephone tax as No. 1, 


but then their opinions diverged. 
W omen objected most to the taxes on cos­ 


metics and toilet preparations, purses and 


handbags, railroad tickets, telegrams, movie 


tickets, and jewelry in that order. Ninth was 


tax on furs and 12th tax on night club 


tickets. 
Men placed phones and lailroad tickets 


Nos. 1 and 2, with telegrams, movie tickets, 


cosmetics 
and 
toilet 
preparations, sports 


tickets, and women’s purses and handbags 


in that order. Furs were in las plate, 12th, 


with jewelry in eighth just a shade alxne 


men’s wallets. 
There is no doubt but that the President 


is having his troubles with the financial mess 


he found in Washington. But :t seems more 


reasonable to collect tax money from some 


other source through a luxury tax on a neces­ 


sity like the telephone.

There is little doubt but that the “farm 
vote” holds the ke\ to control of the next 


Congress. 


More than 20 per cent of the population 


over 21 is rural and lives on farms in six 


of the seven West North Central states- 


Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, Nebraska, North 


and South Dakota (1950 census). And in the 


»eventh, Missouri, the propoition is 19*4 


percent. 


These seven states sent 30 Republicans to 


12 Demociats to the House of Representa­ 


tives in 1952. A change in this ration next 


year in favor of the Democrat* ua* widely 
predicted after an agiicultural district in 


Wisconsin elected its first Democratic Repre­ 


sentative in a special House election on Oct. 


13. 


It was largelv dissatisfaction among the 


farmers that elected a Democratic Congress 


and Truman in 1948. In the seven West 


North Central states the Democrats gained 


13 House seats and carried Iowa, Minnesota 


and Missouri for the Presidency. 


East of the Mississippi, Illinois and Ohio

voted for Truman in 1948 by extremely nar­ 


row margins. The rural-larm population in 


those states, although not so high as 20 per 
cent, is nevertheless substantial 
(Illinois, 


eight per cent; Ohio, 10 per cent). If just a 


few thousand more Illinois and Ohio fann­ 


ers had been sufficiently satisfied with the 


Republican Congtess of 1947-48 to vote for 


Dewev-Warren, Truman would have failed 


of a majority in the Electoral College, and 


the election would have been thrown into 


the House of Representatives. 


T he states with Senatorial elections in 


1954 are such that the Republicans are un­ 


likely to lose the next Senate. 


But with the present House almost evenly 


divided, only a handful of G.O.P. losses 


there from the Middle West would mean a 


Democratic House in 1955, unless counter­ 


balanced by C O P. gains elsewhere.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — On« 
of the most extensive building 
projects ever undertaken by the 
state, insofar as a state office 
building is concerned, Is sched­ 
uled to get under way within a 
short time as the result of ac­ 
tion by the state public works 
board. 


This is the two block struc­ 
ture on Capitol Mall, which ul­ 
timately will house the state De­ 
partm ent of Employment and all 
of its functions in this city. 


THE STRUCTURE will be the 
biggest office building in Sacra­ 
mento, containing, when com­ 
pleted, a total of a half million 
square feet of office space. By 
comparison, the state capitol a n ­ 
nex, which cost 
the 
taxpayers 
some eight million dollars, con­ 
tains 360,000 square feet. 


Present estimates are that the 
new structure will cost about ten 
and a half million dollars, a sum 
which eventually will be paid out 
of rental money supplied by the 
federal government. 
The 
U.S. 
pays all the adm inistration costs 
of the D epartm ent of Employ­ 
m ent, exclusive of th at portion 
of the departm ent which handles 
disability 
insurance, 
purely 
a 
state function. 


IN ACTUALITY, the eventual 
paym ent for the 
building 
will 
come from the three-tenth* of 
one per cent federal unemploy­ 
m ent insurance tax. paid by em­ 
ployers of California. 


This sum, theoretically, Is sup­ 
posed to be returned to the state 
for adm inistration purposes. But 
so far, the federal government in 
the 18 years the departm ent has 
operated, has never returned to 
California an am ount equal to 
what it has taken from employ­ 


ers 
for 
"administrative 
pur­ 
poses." 
At the present time, the De­ 
partment of Employment is scat* 
tered in various sections of Sac­ 
ramento. Some of its functions 
are carried out in a garage build­ 
ing, remodeled to provide office 
space. The main offlbe is located 
in the old Department of Public 
Works building at 11th and P 
streets, which has been remod­ 
eled and added to, but still is 
insufficient for the functions per­ 
formed. 


T H E 
DEPARTMENT 
hires 
about two thousand employees 
in Sacramento, to handle unem ­ 
ployment 
Insurance 
payments, 
and disability 
insurance. 
The 
collection side also is taken care 
of at the main office, as are 
the multitudinous records kept 
on the quarterly earnings of ev­ 
ery worker in the state. 
Most 
of 
the 
job-placement 
functions of the departm ent are 
scattered in the nearly 100 local 
offices in various cities of the 
state. However, the headquarters 
of job placement activities are 
also in Sacramento. 


THE PROPOSED new build­ 
ing will be so large that a tu n ­ 
nel m ust be left through it to 
provide for traffic 
flow. 
This 
tunnel will be Eighth street, and 
will be two stories high snd 70 
feet wide. The building itself will 
be in two wings, between Sev­ 
enth snd Ninth streets, with the 
floors sbove 
the 
second 
story 
connected over Eighth street. 
The building will be directly 
across the street from the new 
Department of Education Build­ 
ing, snd will be another unit in 
the construction of the Mall. It 
is contemplated that eventually, 
Capitol Avenue from the State 
Capitol to the Sacramento River 
bridge will be flanked by state, 
city and county buildings.

WASHINGTON i/P>—Although 
President Eisenhower is averag­ 
ing fewer than cne-fourth as 
many new conferences as Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt held and fewer 
than one-half as many as Presi­ 
dent Trum an, W hite House Press 
Secretary Jam es C. Hagerty says 
Eisenhower’s last twice as long. 
Between the time he returned 
to this country in June 1952 to 
campaign for the presidency and 
Jan. 20, 1953. when he was in­ 
augurated. 
Eisenhower 
showed 
small taste for news conferences. 
He held only a few up to elec­ 
tion day and only one after­ 
wards, a limited conference m 
Korea. 
In the weeks immediately pre­ 
ceding his 
inauguration 
there 
were reports he was thinking of 
abolishing news conferences and, 
instead, making regular reports 
to the nation on radio and TV. 
This wasn’t received well and. 
if ever considered at all. was soon 
dropped. 


THE NEWS conference, a« con­ 
ducted by Roosevelt and Trum an 
had become a valuable American 
institution in the 
besf 
demo­ 
cratic sense: giving the public, 
through the newsmen, a regular 
opportunity to quiz the Chief 
Executive, thus 
providing 
him 
with a constant reminder of his 
responsibility to the people and 
keeping him from becoming too 
aloof or secretive. 
It had benefits for the Presi­ 
dent, too. by giving him a chance 
to learn what was uppermost in 
the American mind and what the 
public reaction was to the moves 
he had made or 
was 
contem-

Thanks to a switch in monev 
policy of fighting the business 
dip even before the general pub­ 
lic realized it was under wav, 
the adm inistration 
is 
able 
to 
borrow money at less cost than 
just a m onth ago. 
By offering a bond appealing 
mostly to commercial banks, the 
Treasury is taking another step 
aimed at halting deflation. 
This is because sale of Treas­ 
ury securities to the banks gives 
them a base which they could 
use to increase the money supply. 
If the bonds had been aimed 
at reaching the nation’s real 
savings, those held 
outside 
of 
commercial banks, the Treasury 
would have been competing with 
industry, farming, builder», bus­ 
inessmen for the funds available 
for loans. Thi» would have tight­ 
ened money instead of easing it. 
Early in the year the Federal 
Reserve Board did tighten the 
money and credit supply. It cut 
the amount of funds th at com­ 
mercial banks had to lend. In ­ 
terest rates rose. 
Businessmen, 
builders

farm ers found bankers reluctant 
or unable to lend as freely as 
before. Corporations found they 
must pay higher interest rates. 


The resulting clamor led the 
Federal Reserve to take ateps to 
ease credit.

Cooperation between fire, health 
and building departments of a city 
or county is the most effective way 
to eliminate blighted or slum areas. 
But the backing of the city council 
or supervisors and public opinion 
s a necessity. 
That was consensus of speakers 
Wednesday before a seven-county 
conference on housing called by 
*he California State Commission 
n Housing. Some 130 city and 
ounty officials from Marin, So­ 
noma, Napa, Lake, Solano, Mendo- 
ino and Yolo counties attended 
the conference in the Sonoma Vet­ 
erans Memorial Building. It was 
conducted by Rt. Rev. Msgr. T. J. 
O’Dwyer of Los Angeles, chairman 
of the commission. 
San Rafael Building Inspector 
Clifford Monk presided over a dis­ 
cussion on slum and blighted area 
control in uThich he declared San 
Rafael “really has a snowball go­ 
ing. We’re taking steps right now 
through 
civic 
organizations 
to 
clean up some of our problems and 
we're really rolling.” he declared. 
TWO METHODS 
Monk Said action against blight­ 
ed areas should be by abatement 
either through razing or bringing 
the structures up to standard. He 
declared many of the offending 


buildings were structures which 
had stores downstairs and resi­ 
dences upstairs and that “only the 
front parts are kept looking good. 
“Landlords sometimes just don’t 
keep their buildings up,” he de­ 
clared. He cited cases in which 
as many as five or six electrical 
services led into one old struct­ 
ure. He called this “a definite 
hazard.” 
The city has in the past “hand­ 
led one abatement proceeding and 
one is now in process,” Monk de­ 
clared. 
Dr. Henry G. Mello, county 
health officer for Vallejo and So­ 
lano County, emphasized.the need 
for cooperative action. “Our laws 
need more teeth,” he declared, 
“but if the fire, health and build­ 
ing departments act jointly, make 
Joint inspections and joint cita­ 
tions, the weight and prestige of 
their 
recommendations 
usually 
help convince the property owner 
that their cooperation is impera­ 
tive.” He said with such joint 
action, legal steps are seldom nes- 
essary. 


PULBICITY NEEDED 
Virgilio Cheda, fire prevention 
officer for the San Rafael Fire 
Department, stressed the neces­ 
sity of public recognition of the 
problem. He urged cooperation of 


newspapers, but pointed out that 
appeals to landlords should also 
stress their liability, “including 
that to the public or to fire fight­ 
ers called to their buildings.” 
Chairman Father O’Dwyer said 
San Rafael* appears to be “aettting 
an example and will be a stimulus 
for others.” 
Participation of civic organiza­ 
tions such as home builders, ^eal 
estate boards, chambers of com­ 
merce and the like, was emphasi­ 
zed by Frank McBride, president 
of California Real Estate Assn., In 
a speech at luncheon in Sonoma^ 
Mission Inn. 
McBride 
outlined 
the 
“Build 
America Better Program” launch­ 
ed nationally and the “Blueprint 
For Action” of the National As­ 
sociation of Real Estate Boards. 
He said home builders, realtors, 
chambers of commerce and other 
organizations are cooperating in 
a five-point program aimed at: 
1. Rehabilitation 
of 
existing 
buildings; 2. Slum clearance (“if 
we have no slums we have no slum 
dwellers) 
3. Redevelopment 
of 
cleared areas; 4. 
Blight preven­ 
tion; 
5. Neighborhood 
develop­ 
ment. 
Results 
of 
such 
a 
program 
launched by citizens and backed up 
by public agencies and officials, 
are evident in Pasadena, he de­ 
clared. In 1950 th at city launched 
such a campaign. 
“In less than three years,” Mc­ 
Bride declared, “there have been in 
Pasadena 
5,200 
inspections 
in 
which law violations were found. 
Of these properties, 3,800 have 


been remspected. There were 2,800 
demolitions 
ordered. 
Of 
these, 
1.260 have been demolished. Six­ 
teen hundred buildings were re­ 
habilitated by their owners. 
“Up to date, Pasadena has had 
to go to court only 13 times,” he 
emphasized. “And of these 13 cases, 
the city has gotten 13 convictions.” 
Across the nation, 155 cities have 
entered 
the 
Building 
America 
Better Program, the speaker said. 
To the present time there have 
been 69,000 dwelling rehabilitations 
and 8,300 demolitions as a result. 
A total of 1,137 real estate boards 
in practically, every major ciiy are 
cooperating, he declared. Boards 
are being encouraged to take on 
this project “one block at a time” 
if they don’t want to tackle a full 
program. 
The nousing conference dealt 
only in part with slum clearance, 
although Father O’Dwyer closed 
discussion saying, “We should have 
a full conference on this some 
time.” 
Also discussed were planning 
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commissions and their operations, 
city and county building depart­ 
ments, fire departments, health 
departments and suggestions as 
to how administration or legisla­ 
tion could be improved concern­ 
ing each. 
San Rafael City Manager Ray 
Boege spoke on suggestions for 
educational methods to further 
new legislation or improved ad­ 
ministration of existing laws. 
Among other Marin residents 
present, practically all of whom 
took some part it; the discussions,

On S.R. School Bond Proposal 


Pro end con arguments in the 
proposed 
San Rafael $1,060,000 
school bond issue stacked up this 
way on yesterday’s KTIM Sound­ 
ing Board panel debate; 
Current need for classroom space 
plus the advantages of long-range 
planning, versus 
Excessive costs of the proposed 
classrooms and a desire for fur­ 
ther study of the plan by business 
and building experts. 
The question, provided by mo­ 
derator Kitty Oppenheimer, was 
“Is the proposed bond issue the 
answer to San Rafael School Dis­ 
trict’« housing program?” 
The bond issue will be voted on 
in an election Nov. 24. 
PANEL GUESTS 
Favoring the bond issue were 
Frank Lucas, assistant superinten­ 
dent of San Rafael schools, and 
Harold Fulkerson, member of San 
Rafael school board. Opposed were 
Mrs. Sally Millar of San Rafael 
and Robert Dreyfus of Ross, both 
members of Marin County Tax­ 
payers Assn. 
All panel members agreed that 
there was a current shortage of 
classroom space which would prob­ 
ably increase. 
According to Lucas, enrollment 
in San Rafael schools is expected 
to almost double in the next five 
years, the term for which the bond 
issue would be in effect. 
In the past five years, enrollment 
has increased from a little more 
than 1,000 to about 2,300. Project­ 
ing estimates five years in the 


future, 4,000 students would be en­ 
rolled, Lucaa said. 
SURVEYS HELD ' 
He stated surveys have been 
conducted and studies made by 
the Citizens Committee, and ofter 
extensive discussion in open meet­ 
ings, the committee decided the 
bond issue would be desireable 
on two counts: to provide neces­ 
sary additional classrooms, and to 
enable the district to conduct 
long-range planning to check prob 
lems before they arise. 
According to a brochure publish­ 
ed by the Citizens Committee, 
Mrs. Millar said, the bond issue 
not only would not provide the 
necessary housing for an additional 
2,000 students, it would not provide 
any additional high school hous­ 
ing which would also become nec­ 
essary. 
COSTLY SCHOOL 
For example, she referred to the 
five-room Sun Valley School cost­ 
ing about $235,000. But Lucas ex­ 
plained that the building itself 
cost $121,000, and that the other 
costs were for land, preparation 
of land and various fees, and that 
more classrooms could be added. 


Mrs. Millar also said there was 
too much emphasis on more and 
better schools and equipment and 
not enough on more and better 
teachers and teaching methods. 
This view was also enthusiastically 
expressed by Dreyfus. 
Both proposed that a committee 
or advisory board be formed of 
experienced and successful build­ 


ing contractors and business men 
who could study the situation and 
provide better and more accurate 
answers to lower-priced school 
housing. 
Dreyfus said the school district 
should limit new housing strictly 
to adequate classrooms, avoiding 
.“monumental edifices” and space 
not strictly for teaching. Fulker­ 
son, arguing for the bond issue 
agreed with Dreyfus on the point 
and said all that was being asked 
for was strictly teaching space. 
QUESTIONS ASKED 
After arguments against • the 
issue had been heard, a listener 
phoned in during the discussion 
and asked, “Does the taxpayers 
association have a solution?” 
Dreyfus countered with “Does 
anyone have a solution?” However, 
he suggested building only adequ­ 
ate classrooms and “something 
substantial that wouldn’t have to 
be torn down in 50 years.” 
Fulkerson, discussing plans and 
studies by the citizens committee 
which preceded yesterday’s dis­ 
cussion, said the committee had 
gone through about 100 plans, stu­ 
died about 12 of them, and arrived 
at the present bond issue as the 
answer to housing needs. 
Cost of transporting students 
to B Street School is high, he said, 
and we should build the schools 
where the students can walk to 
school, thus cutting transporta­ 
tion costs. 
Another listener asked “What 


will the bond Issue do to my tax 
Mil?" 
Lucas explained that current 
school and state school loan tax 
is about 40 cents. The bond issue 
would increase t d about 10 cents 
to a total of about 50 cents, he 
explained. 
t 
Another listener asked if the 
citizens committee weren’t hand 
picked by school administrators, 
but Fulkerson said “definitely not. 
Anyone can be a member.”

to which no insight is added. 
They are made “ poetic” by a 
vague attitude of sullenness and 
surliness. 
Experiences are emoted about, 
not understood. This lack of dis­ 
cipline in thinking is difficult to 
separate from the lack of disci­ 
pline in form. One is never sure 
whether Shapiro has little un­ 
derstanding 
or 
whether 
the 
looseness of his 
language 
pre­ 
vents one 
from 
understanding 
Shapiro. 


His faults are 
not 
unusual, 
however, in a generation of poets 
that have read Eliot, Huxley, and 
Co., taken them awfully seriously, 
and not understanding them, re­ 
sorted to a pose of despair.

The 
first two stanzas are clear and 
unpretentious, but in the third 
stanga, w ith the phrase “ raped 
from my mind,” clarity is lost. 
“ Raped” is a violent word, inap­ 
propriate to the southern gentle­ 
man who in the first stanza “ en­ 
tered with the authority of po­ 
liteness.” W ho did the raping, 
this fellow w ith the “ soft voice” ? 


No, the surly personal attitude 
of the author has entered again 
to obstruct the established tone 
and meaning of the poem. Sha­ 
piro means to say, probably, that 
the southerner had a profound 
affect on llis (Shapiro’s) inherit­ 
ed ideas. B u t the violence of the 
word conveys only an emotional 
reaction, not any sense of a new 
insight brought to the author, 
and relayed to the reader. 
Stanza four talks about the 
“ nonsense” of the gracious lawn. 
W ell, a gracious lawn is not non­ 
sense, but an am enity of the good 
life. The gracious lawn as a sym­ 
bol of misplaced southern values 
might work, but he w ill have to 
say something about 
it 
other 
than “ nonsense.” An anger out 
of perspective w ith the subject 
m atter confuses the subject m at­ 
ter. 


SH A P IR O IS SEN T IM E N T A L 
in that he often takes a harm ­ 
less,

stretches its meaning as a sym­ 
bol of some evil or another out 
of all truthful proportion.

Dahlias and gladiolas, which 
have completed their blooming 
period, should 
not 
be removed

begun to shrivel. 
Early removal will most certain­ 
ly injure the bulk.

Sweet Pea 
Training 


If you missed 
getting 
sweet 
pea seeds 
planted 
in 
August, 
don’t give up entirely. Plant a 
couple of short rows immediately 
in the warmest part of your 
garden. The idea is to place the 
sweet peas where they can take 
advantage of every bit of winter 
sun and heat. 
It isn’t necessary to individu­ 
ally notch each seed with a 
sharp knife or razor as formerly 
advised. Sometimes 
you 
c a n t 
help but wonder if these writers 
ever held a tiny sweet pea seed 
between their thumb and fore­ 
finger, and actually attempted 
to notch it with a sharp knile or 
razor!

A large box filled with three 
inches of peat moss or dry sand 
is an ideal container for dah­ 
lias. If this process is carefully 
followed, your dahlias will re- 
m ain plump and develop well- 
started eyes, ready for dividing 
and planting in early spring.

For one thing in setting out 
stock plants for the winter gar­ 
den make a little plateau. Raise 
the soil, the idea is to set each 
plant up high.

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International Award Rose 
Should Be Planted Now 


By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Central Preen Association 


If you’re interested in flori­ 
bunda roses, one called “Fash­ 
ion’’ is the only rose ever to win 
six international awards. It can 
be planted this fall to give you 
the beauty of its luminous coral- 
pink color with tints of gold. 


It produces a 
profusion 
of 
blooms continuously from June 
until frost. A full-blown bloom 
is shown in the accompanying 
Garden - Graph. 
Sometimes 
a 
bush will produce chistera of 25 
flowers. The buds are O riental- 
red in color. 


THE PLANT is hardy and vig­ 
orous and requires only a m in­ 
imum of care. It grows 2 4 to 
3 feet high. 
This fabulous rose, and oth-r 
new ones, can be planted in the 
weeks ahead, for in many areas 
late fall is an excellent tune to 
plant roses. 
W hen rase plants are received 
from a nursery, get them into th»> 
ground as quickly as possible, but 


Carnation 
Splitting 


So m any carnations have been 
yielding spit blooms, th at back­ 
yard gardeners are pitching them 
over the fence. 
In many cases, this is the right 
thing to do. Some varieties are 
notably weak, and for th at rea­ 
son spit 
their 
calyxes. 
The^e 
should be replaced with some of 
the varieties introduced in re­ 
cent years, which are bred to 
resist this trouble. 
Resistant strain.-, are not the 
complete answer to the problem, 
however. Three other 
possible 
causes: sharp drop in tem pera­ 
ture or a cold, windy spot in the 
garden; improper feeding, due 
to sharp fluctuation of nitrates 
from high to low or the reverse; 
or, lack of moisture uniformity 
in the soil. 


be sure to keep them in a cool 
place until you do get them 
planted. 
W h e n 
planting 
floribunda 
roses, the holes should be spaced 
18 inches apart and from nine to 
12 inches in from the edge of 
the bed. Each hole should be 
large enough to allow the roots 
to be spread in a natural un ­ 
crowded position. 
Set the plant 
on a shallow cone of soil in the 
center of the hole. 


WORK FINE soil in. around 
and under the roots. Before the 
hole is completely filled, step into 
it and tread the earth firm. Then 
pour in one-half pail of water 
and allow it to soak in to elim ­ 
inate air pockets. Finally, fill the 
hole with soil. 


AFTER PLANTING, prune the 
bushes moderately. Fall-planted 
roses should receive less drastic 
pruning than those planted in 
the spring. 
When first heavy frosts come, 
mound soil around the base of 
each rase, as illustrated. The 
mound should be not less than 
six 
inches high. This 
is 
for 
winter protection. Remove when 
growth starts in the spring. 


Candlestick Tulip 


Sometimes garden items are so 
very old th at they become new. 
Such is the paradoxical state of 
the candystick tulip. Actually 
it’s an old-time species tulip, 
with the attractive red and white 
striprcl blooms th at have been 
known 
and 
loved for several 
hundred years. Somehow it has 
never been promoted by the bulb 
growers, and lor th at reason it 
isn’t sold in great quantities 
You’ll have to do a lot ot shop­ 
ping to locate it at a neighbor­ 
hood dealer, but it’s worth plant­ 
ing because the bulbs faithfully 
re-appear 
many 
years—some­ 
thing that the modern fancy 
hybrids cannot be depended up­ 
on to do. Costs: about $1.25 per 
dozen. 


Luxuriant Lilies 
If you want luxuriant lilies-of- 
the-valley next spring, crumble 
old manure or compost over the 
bed this fall.

What To Do 
In The Garden 
This Week 


B r o a d c a st seeds now of plants 
you wish to perform next spring. 
Remember seeds selfsown, seeds 
broadcast to start by themselves 
have a way 
of 
putting 
out 
growth and a show of flowers 
th at often times rivals any seed­ 
ling painstakingly placed one by 
one in the border. 
All that is required is proper 
preparation of the soil to begin 
with. Do all the tidying up at 
the very start. When the plants 
are up and growing you can’t 
interfere 
for 
your 
volunteer., 
must be left alone. A reason for 
this is they will have a trem en­ 
dous root system th at pushed 
out while you thought your seeds 
were sleeping. 


CLEAN THE plot now of all 
weeds 
and 
unwanted 
things. 
Spade up the soil, make it loose 
in the lower areas. Then build 
an even grade, use an iron rake, 
it sinks in and works its way 
through the top soil to create 
a good seed bed. 
Then broadcast the seeds. Mix 
some sand with the seeds; they 
will scatter more evenly. After 
the seeds have been broadcast 
dust a light layer of dry com­ 
post. Old leaf mold in the dry 
condition is just right. The ob­ 
ject is to give a slight covering 
to the seeds. 


NOW YOU have a final choice. 
You may either give a very light 
wetting, just enough to settle the 
leafmold over the plot, and then 
leave the rest for the rains to 
come. Mother Nature will do the 
rest and your seedlings will ap­ 
pear magically according to her 
dictates. 
Or you may give a real thor­ 
ough soaking 
to 
awaken 
the 
seeds into immediate growth. In 
either case don’t 
overlook 
the 
birds, beware! 
Here are some plants whose 
seeds may be broadcast for the 
show to come: do it now; sow 
primula malacoides, sow them in 
borders, in big blocks, sow solid 
colors, all pink, all white, all rose, 
for the dramatic effect. Sow Vir­ 
ginian stock, 
Nemesia, 
Violas, 
and even Pansies. Sow also all 
your wild flower seeds. Now is 
the time. 
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If You Want Success 
With Your Larkspurs 


By NORVELL GILLESPIE

A garden club speaker recent­ 
ly said that larkspurs should oe 
called “poor man’s delphiniums.’’ 
At first I was resentful, for 
these 
beautiful 
flowers 
have 
enough recommending virtues of 
their own. 
Then, after thinking it over 
and remembering that larkspurs 
are basically dephiniums In the 
botanical world anyway. I could 
not help but agree. 
Today there are magnificent 
types that reach 6 feet in height. 
And, of course, the intermediates 
are still available. 
When you consider that the 
seeds can be broadcast in the 
open ground, and th at the plants 
giow so easily, it’s reason to set 
aside a little patch now. 


I REMEMBER being swallowed 
in the gnint larkspurs in the 
Bodger fields at Lompoc in May. 
The colors were wonderful and 
I resolved then to broadcast a 
packet or two of seed this fall. 
Well, th at time has arrived. 
Clear the grounds of weeds 
first. 
Start tne seeds in the sun or 
light shade, either in the annual 
or mixed border, 
selecting 
a 
sandy loam if possible, well fer­ 
tilized. The average garden soil 
is usually all right; poor, stony 
soil is doubtful. More vigorous 
plants will result If you spade 
in well-rotted manure thirty to 
sixty days in advance of seed 


sowing. The use of a chemical 
soil conditioner will keep the 
soil in good tilth — if it is a heavy 
soil. 


LARKSPURS 
HATE 
to 
oe 
tranaplated. The tender tap roots 
do not withstand it, and so this 
plant must never be started in 
seed flats, but sown directly in 
the open ground. There are vari­ 
ous way to sow. If you want 
straight rows, mark them off 
about 2 feet apart. An ordinary 
packet of seeds will sow a row 
about 25 feet long. If you prefer 
a massed effect mix your packet 
of seeds with a quart of soil and 
broadcast. Cover the seeds one- 
half inch by scratching them into 
the ground with a rake. Keep the 
soil moist, especially if rains are 
late. 
This is a plant, fortunately, 
which needs very little care. In 
the spring after the rains are 
over, keep the soil moist with 
weekly irrigations. Cultivate be­ 
tween the plants at 10-day or 2- 
week intervals to keep the soil 
loose, thus aerating the soil and 
conserving moisture. No special 
fertilizer is needed. When ordi­ 
nary bugs and diseases attack, 
use a lindane spray. Againyst 
mildew, use a 26 per cent calcium 
polysulphide spray. 
Larkspurs range 
from 
pure 
white through all soft shades of 
lavender and pink to deep blue.

House That's A 'Cave 
On Side Of A Hill 


Entrance to the house is through the dining 
room, by-passing the kitchen area beyond. 
The simply designed, attractive dining 
area is enclosed on one side by wood 


lattice sliding panels with raspberry color­ 
ed cardboard backing. 
Designed like the 
Japanese shoji panels, the doors cover 
ample dining room storage space. 


A few feet north of the Rich­ 
ardson Bay Bridge 
is 
a 
grey 
stone gate which leads to one of 
the loveliest tidewater islands in 
Marin County and is known as 
De Silva island. 
About two years ago, the is­ 
land property owners, Mr. and 
Mrs. Hilary Belloc, comissioned 
Warren Callister 
to design 
a 
rental house for them on a site, 
dramatically beautiful, but one 
with bad wind and noise prob­ 
lems. 


CALLISTER who designed the 
striking and unusual Christian 
Science Church in Belvedere was 
faced with the job of making the 
most of the lovely 
Richardson 
Bay view’, building a structure 
with wind resistance and one 
that would block out the traffic 
hubbub from 
nearby 
Highway 
101. 
He came up with a design for 
a house that is ‘‘very much like 
a cave in the side of 
a hill.” 


the square house is dashingly 
punctuated by a diagonal lam­ 
inated Douglas fir roof ridge. A 
concrete block wall on the west 
reduces noise from the Richard­ 
son Bay Bridge and glass win­ 
dows frame the view on the front 
and east. 
Callister who is known for his 
beautiful roof designs has a few 
other Japanese influences in the 
hou^e, but he points out that 
the major one is the roof since 
one of the first considerations in 
Japanese architecture is an at­ 
tractive roof. 


THE HOUSE with 1111 square 
feet of interior 
including 
two 
bedrooms, 
two 
bathrooms, 
a 
kitchen-dining area and living 
room and 350 square feet of ter­ 
race on the east side was con­ 
structed by Loyal Nerdahl at a 
cost of $12,500. 
Foundation of the house 
is 
made of stressed concrete blocks,

It Is An Economical Expenditure—Saving 
Of Crime 
Youngsters

A 
well 
functioning 
juvenile 
probation program is worth in­ 
finitely more than it costs, be­ 
lieves Supq|Jor Court Judge Jor­ 
dan L. Martinelli, judge of Marin 
county's juvenile court. 


•The savings brought about in 
police, court, and jail costs are 
enormous, Judge M artinelli says, 
but 
the 
really 
immeasurable 
value of juvenile probation work 
is in the saving of boys and girls 
from future lives of crime. 


Says William Berzman, former 
deputy probation officer of the 
county: 
“We should not stint in our 
efforts to aid juvenile offenders 
in straightening out their lives 
before 
they 
become 
habitual 
criminals. We should pour all the 
resources we can muster into 
working with these children who 
are 1000 times more responsive to 
probation techniques than are 
adults. We can help them and we 
must.* 


From Future Lives

importance that the probation 
officer who deals with teenagers 
be highly qualified and well edu­ 
cated in the problems of malad­ 
justed youth and that he be a 
person whom his young charges 
trust and respect. 


THE SKILL, interest, training 
and available time of a juvenile 
probation officer may determine 
whether a juvenile offender will 
become an habitual criminal or 
good citizen, Berzman stated. 


DISTURBED TEENAGER sees 
in the probation officer a com ­ 
bination of authority with ac­ 
ceptance 
and 
helpfulness. 
In 
many cases the boy has known 
authority only in combination 
with 
hostility 
and 
oppression 
from his father or some other 
source. Once he can accept em o-. 
tionally and intellectually that 
authority does not necessarily 
mean hostility his battle against 
society may be over, Berzman ex­ 
plained. 


Not all children who come to 
the probation department are 
delinquent. 


According to recent report on 
the 
probation 
department 
by 
chief probation officer 
Walter 
Busher, there is an increasing 
number of youngsters in Marin 
County who are victims of ne­ 
glect, abuse, and abandonment 
by their parents. 
“W hat is so disturbing and 
ominous about this increase in 
child neglect” the reports reads 
“is that it contains the seeds of 
a 
delinquency problem 
which 
can be expected to mature in the 
near future.” 0 


NEGLECTED-or abused chil­ 
dren are placed in foster homes 
where they will be under the su­ 
pervision of juvenile probation 
officers as well as the sympa­ 
thetic and understanding foster 
parents. 
Approximately 35 percent of 
the juvenile probation, work in 
Marin is concerned with the ne­ 


glected children, Busher explain­ 
ed. 
"The entire juvenile probation 
program can be regarded as a 
peventative to adult crime,” he 
stated. 


IN MARIN COUNTY the effec­ 
tiveness of the work with juven­ 
iles is somewhat impaired by an 
inadequate staff and inadequate 
detention facilities. More, well 
trained 
probation 
officers 
are 
needed as are additional facili­ 
ties at juvenile hall which is lo­ 
cated on the Lucas Valley county 
farm grounds. 
The present hall is a minimum 
security structure. Because it is 
not escape proof the more severe 
delinquent boys can not be hous­ 
ed there but must be placed in 
the county jail, where if condi­ 
tions are crowded they may be 
cell m ates of hardened criminals. 
The district attorney’s office has 
recently ruled this practice il­ 
legal. 


UNFORTUNATELY 
the 
de­ 
partm ent is greatly understaffed 
according to optimum case load 
figures recommended by the Na­ 
tional Probation and Parole #a- 
sociation. The probation workers 
put in from 8 to 10 hours a week 
in overtime but stll do not have 
tim e to give adequate attention 
to each child. 


PROBATION WORKERS’ sal­ 
aries are low in M arin as com ­ 
pared to other bay area counties 
and th eir case loads high. N ever­ 
theless, less in the opinion of 
Judge M artinelli, the departm ent 
under the direction of Busher, 
has done a splendid job in spite 
of the handicaps of understaffing 
and overwork. 


AT JUVENILE HALL the de- 
liquent and neglected children 
are housed together because there 
are no separate facilities. Until 
recently there was no recreation­ 
al or vocational program provid­ 
ed at the hall and the young in­ 
mates sat around all day looking 
at comic books or walking around 


in 
the 
barb 
wire 
surrounded 
stockade — euphem istically re­ 
ferred to as a playground. How­ 
ever there is no play equipment 
in it except for one basketball 
standard. 


There is a ping pong table at 
the hall, donated by Sausalito 
Rotary club but the only place 
for it is in the boys’ four bed­ 
room dormitory where there is 
not sufficient space to play any 
but 
a 
cramped, 
unsatisfying 
game. Two large wrestling mats 
have been donated but there is 
no place to put them . 


A television set was purchased 
by Berzman and carefully select­ 
ed programs are shown in the 
evening. 


A RECENT report on juvenile 
detention in Marin by Ray N. 
Studt, 
consultant 
on 
juvenile 
halls for the Calfornia Youth 
Authority, 
explained 
that 
far 
from being coddling a program 
of 
vocational 
education 
a n d 
recreation is the best way of con­ 
trolling delinquents under de­ 
tention and reduces the necessity 
for punitive disciplinary action. 
Charles and Marie Loriano, the 
superintendent and matron at 
the home, attem pt to keep the 
children interested and happy. 
Loriano raises pheasants, doves, 
and a number of rare birds which 
he lets the boys help care for to 
pass the tim e but there is a lmit 
to the number of tim es a day a 
boy can feed a bird, and time 
drags slowly. 


According to a report given at 
a congress of national probation 
and parole association by Austin 
M cCorm ack a good juvenile and 
probation d ep artm en t operated 
in a com m unity w ith adequate 
social resources can put 90 per­ 
cent of juvenile offenders on 
probation and bat as high as 75 
or 80 percent success. This means 
that the vast majority of the 
offending 
boys 
and 
girls are 
spared the demoralizing and de­ 
grading experience of being jail­ 
ed in state institutions. Society 


still points » finger of doubt at 
boys and girls who have been to 
“reform schools” and that doubt 
may be partially justified as the 
contacts adolescents make with 
other delinquents in such insti­ 
tutions may make them worse in ­ 
stead of better. 


Since Busher 
has 
been 
in 
charge of the department here 
in Marin only six youths have 
been sent to state correctional 
institutions. Every effort is made 
by the probation department to 
rehabilitate the youth in his com ­ 
munity and his own home. 


Tax-wise this means a vast 
saving as the cost between $2,500 
and $3,000 per year to keep a 
juvenile in California youth au­ 
thority institution 
whereas 
it 
costs $100 per year to keep him 
on probation. If the probation 
officer is well qualified and has 
adequate time to give to the case 
the possibility is that the youth 
will not again incur police and 
jail expenses. 


In a recent talk before the 
Marin County mental health so­ 
ciety, Berzman explained that 
the concept of probation is to 
treat and cure the offender rath­ 
er than inflict punishment on 
him. 


History proves th a t punish­ 
ment does not deter crime, B erz­ 
man pointed out. A lthough m any 
offenders m ust be incarcerated 
for the protection of society it is 
possible and profitable to p re ­ 
vent crime by treating th e young 
offenders through 
social 
case 
work and psychiatric m ethods. 
A good crime prevention program 
costs a mere fraction of in carcer­ 
ation costs. 


A study of Marin county book­ 
ing methods shows a shocking 
lack of uniformity in booking 
juveniles. Some are booked at 
county jail, some at juvenile hall. 
Some are fingerprinted, some are 
not. The records of some are for­ 
warded to state and federal agen­ 
cies while others are not. 


A lad at ¡uvenile hall sits in his room reading. Youngsters 
confined there, whether they be delinquent or not, have 
little to do but sit around reading comic books. 
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Youngsters at ¡uvenile hall await lunch which will be 
brought over to them in a basket from the county form 
kitchens. There is not sufficient staff at the ¡uvenile deten­ 
tion home to prepare meals on the premises. The food is 
often cold when it arrives at the children's table. 


The ¡uvenile detention home at the county farm in Lucas 
Valley is a minimum security building and is not escape 
proof. There are accomodations for ton youngsters at 
the home.

Nahl Art Dynasty Leaves 
Mark On California History

hue of artists. Mathaia Nahl, 
horn 1640 in Naila Bayreuth, a 
court woodcarver, founded the 
dynasty. And each succeeding 
generation the Nahls produced 
artists. All wore favorites in the 
glittering royal court life. 
The Nahl brothers, U. W. Ar­ 
thur and Charles Christian, who 
carried the family art reputation 
to the new world, were born in 
Cassel, 
Germany. 
Charles 
in 
1818 and Arthur in 1820. Study­ 
ing art in Paris, the brothers be­ 
came involved in 
the 
radical 
French movement and left for 
the United States. Following a 
two-year stay in New York they 
came to California following the 
gold rush immigrants. 


IN CALIFORNIA they found 
the beauty and hardships they 
captured hi paintings. 
Charles Nahl was the first to 
paint Yosemite Valley. His paint­ 
ing of Sutter’s Mill was repro­ 
duced on a 
three-cent stamp. 
Today some of his paintings, in­ 
cluding the well-known “Rape of 
tike Sabines,** is found at the 
deYoung Museum, San Francis- 
oo. His Grimly bear was adopted 
by zealous Californians as the 
state emblem. Led by Senator 
Holohan, member of 
Watson­ 
ville parlor of Native Sons, the 
hear 
was 
officially 
approved 
February 9, 1911. 
Charles Nahl remained a bach­ 
elor but his brother Arthur mar- 
# 
ried and became the father of 
three sons, Virgil, artist and il­ 
lustrator for the San Francisco 
Examiner; Perham, painter and 
professor of art at University of 
California; and Charles Arthur 
a mining engineer. 


THE NAHLS were known for 
their athletic ability as well as 
artistry. Arthur 
an 
excellent 
painter, thoqgh overshadowed by 
the brilliant work of his brother, 
was founder of the Olympic Club. 
Started In the Nahl backyard it 
was later moved to San Fran­ 
cisco 
Glancing at her portrait, drawn 
by her husband, Edua Nahl re­ 
called the years she met and 
married into the Nahl family. 
It was the year 1906 Edua Corel 
met artist and illustrator Virgil 
Nahl. Site soon became one of 
his illustration personalities ap­ 
pearing in the San Francisco 
Examiner.
